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TITHING DOES 


R, if you prefer call it, 
PLANNED GIVING 
DOES IT. 


Since the beginning of history, man 
has learned that SHARING is an im- 
portant prerequisite toward happi 
ness. No doubt the problem has been 
to know what, when, where and how 
to share. 


What and When to Tithe 


As to WHAT to share, let us con- 
fine ourselves, for the sake of the cen- 
tral thought in this brief article, to 
the matter of money. Money does re- 
present a portion of our daily toil, 
ambitions, and in some cases, suffer- 
ing. Our money is therefore, represen- 
tative of a large part of ourselves. 
Money is the tangible means that dic- 
tates our standard of living, as far as 
the world is concerned. 


According to the Apostle Paul, tith- 
ing, or planned giving, should be done 
once each week, and on the first day 
of the week, (or as soon as received), 
which would indicate that we should 
dedicate and give this portion of our 
income even before we use our por- 
tion. WHEN should we give? The an- 
swer, of course, is FIRST OF ALL. 


Where to Give Your Tithe 


WHERE to give is apparently in 
the minds of some, a question. Paul’s 
admonition however, calls for a store- 
house plan. This plan simply means 
that a central location be established 
as a storehouse into which the portion 
which we give can be deposited. Most 
of our Assemblies follow this Scrip- 
tural pattern and provide such a plan 
for their members. This is commonly 
referred to as “the storehouse plan” 
of church financing. Out of this store- 
house is paid all of the normal operat- 
ing expenses of the local Assembly, 
such as pastor’s support, maintenance 
and repairs on the church properties, 
utilities, other assistance in adminis- 
trating the church affairs, etc. 

This plan is comparable to the 
Levitical program of the Bible where 
the tithe was paid to the priest and 
it was therefore his responsibility and 
that of his family to maintain the 
property, do the janitor service and 
pay all bills and expenses involved

in keeping the place of worship in or- 
der. Our system of church govern- 
ment and administration is the same 
today except when possible we pro- 
vide outside help to assist the pastor 
in the actual physical labor of main- 
tenance, using of course, public utili- 
ties and labor, which are paid for out 
of the storehouse, and in thus doing 
we give the pastor more time for his 
spiritual ministry, Essentially how-

ever, the tithe is used for the same 
purpose today as it was in Bible days. 


Pay Where You Eat! 


Someone has used the homely il- 
lustration, that one should pay for his 
meals where he eats them. This seems 
very reasonable, so shall we think in 
terms of depositing our portion into 
the storehouse which is provided by 
the local Assembly which is, afterall, 
WHERE we receive our Spiritual 
nourishment, fellowship, comfort and 
help. 


How to Give Your Tithe 


HOW is likewise of importance in 
the matter of sharing as a prerequisite 
toward happiness. Happiness, of 
course, depends largely upon God’s

blessings. We should keep well in 
mind that we do not give TO our 
church but our giving is THROUGH 
our church and unto the Lord for the 
purpose of maintaining and extending 
His Church here on earth — until He 
comes. for His own. We should also 
keep well in mind that, more import- 
ant than the amount of our 10% is 
the spirit in which we give it. Our 
giving should be done WORSHIP- 
FULLY, HABITUALLY, PRAYER- 
FULLY, and CHEERFULLY, Paul 
says to the Corinthians that; “Every 
man according as he purposeth in his 
heart, so let him give; not grudging- 
ly, or of necessity: for God loveth a 
cheerful giver.” 

Our text will indicate that Paul ex- 
pected “every one” to participate in 
this program, for he said; “Let each 
one of you” — this would mean each 
man, woman, boy and girl who has 
an income. How sweet and precious 
it is in the eyes of a pastor to see that 
young boy who has a paper route, 
bring his tithe to the storehouse each 
week. This kind of faithfulness and 
obedience surely must delight the 
heart of God. Paul’s admonition is for 
EACH ONE to be faithful in this re- 
gard. 


Give from a More Lofty Motive 
Than Pride or a Mere Passing 
Emotional Stir 


One of the outstanding errors prac- 
ticed in our present day giving is that 
we expect someone to appeal to our 
emotions if he wants us to give. Cer- 
tainly we are people of emotions but 
can we not grow into a state of ma- 
turity where we do not have to be 
teased into giving by someone clever 
in the art of taking offerings? Must 
an emotionally stirring story or some 
pressure method be used? We are also 
sentimental people but do we follow 
the Scripture pattern when our giving 
depends upon our likes or dislikes for 
a person? Are there some who give 
simply and purely for business rea- 
sons? “Income tax is a consideration 
you know,” so they might say. Could 
the desire for popularity be a reason 
for giving? “I will give a hundred,” 
might add to ones’ feeling of import- 
ance. Is it possible that one might

seek a controlling interest in a church 
secause God has blessed him finan- 
siallyP How pitiful it is when one 
cnows no better way to give — when 
ne has not discovered the utter joy in 
ziving because he really loves the 
Lord and WANTS to give according 
(0 His program. Emotional appeals 
and other forms of supporting God’s 
work may seem necessary at times but 
what a poor substitute they are for 
the precious opportunity we have for 
faithful stewardship. Can we not find 
this place of joy in giving because we 
actually want to do it for Christ’s 
sake? Planned giving should stem 
from a heart filled with a desire to 
please God. David was not permitted 
to build the Temple. This did not les- 
sen his interest in giving toward the 
project.. He had nothing to gain by 
his efforts but he raised 547,500,000 
pounds of gold and 342,000,000 
pounds of silver to get the job done 
anyhow. Why should our interest in 
God’s work be lessened just because 
we are not permitted to do that piece 
of work which we may so desire to do. 


The Work of God is Hindered 
by those who Refuse to Tithe 

In our great District, God has bless- 
ed us with many wonderful churches, 
yet many of our Assemblies are not 
able to get their job for God as they 
should — simply because of a lack of 
money. Common sense tells us that 
we have only begun to scratch the 
surface in evangelizing the Northern 
California and Nevada area. There 
are so many locations where churches 
should be started. There is still so 
much work to be done through Dis- 
trict departments that it staggers one 
as he thinks upon the subject. Foreign

How glad I am that we are begin- 
ning another new year as laborers to- 
gether in Christ’s great kingdom. I 
am always challenged by the poten- 
tials of a new year because I recog- 
nize the opportunity to try again to 
accomplish the things that I have 


wanted to do or have failed to do in _ 


the past year. 

I am grateful to God for the fine 
year we enjoyed in 1956 but it is true 
that we can do still more for our Lord 
in 1957. The records will prove to 
us that our district C. A. program is 
like a great sleeping giant, just waiting 
for all of us to wake up and start liv- 
ing. 

While we are counting our 1956 
blessings let us also consider what 
could have been done if we had all 
had a mind to do just a little more 
than what we did. Think of Speed- 
TheLight, for instance. We aver- 
aged about two dollars per member 
for the entire year’s giving. Just think, 


if we had all been more alert and had 


developed an active missionary pro- 
gram in our local C, A. groups, we 
could have easily given ten dollars 
per member and led the nation in total 
giving. Our district C. A. office la- 
bored under serious financial diffi- 
culty all year long because two thirds 
of all our C. A. groups forgot to send 
in any money to do their part in car- 
rying the load. If everyone had 


helped, we wouldn’t have had to bor-’ 


row money to pay our bills and would 
have closed the year in the black in- 
stead of in the red. We had a won- 
derful youth camp attendance last 
year yet less than one fourth of our 
C. A.’s went to camp. Look what 
would have happened if one-half of 
our C. A.’s had gone to camp last 
year. We would have led the nation 
in total registrations. 

Add all this up and you will quick- 
ly see what I mean when I say our 
district C. A. program is like a sleep- 
ing giant. What do you say that we 
organize our efforts this year and start 
aiming at definite projects. Plan 
now for your Speed-The-Light giving 
and make your best year ever. De- 
cide now what you are going to give 
the C. A. department for this year and 
start sending it in regularly. Organ- 
ize immediately a youth camp pro- 
gram and start planning on getting at 
least one half of your members to one 
of our camps this summer. Make 
this a big year. You can do it, C. A’s, 
with very little effort, and I promise 
that you will never be sorry.

Rev. Max Martindale 
With the Lord 
January 12, 1957 
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On Saturday morning, January 12, 
Pastor Max Warren Martindale of the 
Gospel Lighthouse Church of Palo 
Alto suffered a fatal accident when 
his pickup truck was struck by a 
speeding train. The accident occurred 
at a level crossing in Mountain View 
as Brother Martindale was driving 
from his home to the church. 

Brother Martindale was a native of 
Nebraska. After serving in the U. S. 
Air Corps during the war, he enroll- 
ed in Southern California Bible Col- 
lege to prepare for the ministry. In 
1950, he came to Palo Alto and pio- 
neered the work that became the Gos- 
pel Lighthouse Church. 

Left to mourn Brother Martindale's 
Joss are his wife, Mary Jo, three child- 
ren, Victor 10, Warren 8, and Myra 
2, his parents, the J. E. Martindales of 
Santa Clara, and three sisters and six 
brothers. 


The funeral was held in the Gospel 
Lighthouse on Tuesday afternoon, 
January 15, with a capacity crowd 
that included at least fifty ministers. 
The main message was brought by 
Leonard Palmer, District Superinten- 
dent. Others taking part included:

S imultaneously. Many believe this is a good plan, simply set aside a day 
in your church calendar as general visitation day. __ 

I ndividually. Many prefer this plan; in other words, go when you can, 
friend calling upon friend. 

T erritorially. Grouping those to be called on by sections, streets, communi- 
ties, etc. will save time and enable many more visits, 

A mbition. We should be ambitious for God; we display it in business, poli- 
tics, and other walks of life. 

T estimony. Our visits should serve as a testimony for Christ — we go seek- 
ing in his name. If we go in his spirit, our efforts will be rewarded. _ 

I nformation. We have a place in our Sunday School program for every 
member of every family, Let’s give this information to all. 

O thers. We must go with a compelling love. We can win the multitudes for 
Christ if we enrol them in Bible study. Are you concerned about others? 

N ow. Now is the time to promote visitation if we are to enrol “A Million.” 


Making a visit spiritual is not easy, but it is relatively simple. In sum- 
mary, heed the following: 

1. Pray before you go. 

2. Pray again before you go in.

4. Pray as you leave to make the next call. 

5. Take your New Testament. Read from it — let the Bible speak. 

6. Take an assortment of tracts. Leave the one that will help meet that 
particular need. Read it over together while you the there. 

7. Discover the need before you visit if you can. Be prepared to meet 
it when you enter. 

8. Present your Christ, your church, then your class. 

9. Press for a decision then and there. Successful visitation is deter- 
mined by what you do on the spot and not what might be done in the future.
